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Zoning proposals draw 
gripes from businesses |

BOYNECITY- How are you zoned? 
That is the main question coming out of 
the revised zoning ordinance planned 
for the city. 

At a well-attended public hearing 
Monday evening, the planning commis- 
sion pointed out.that the major changes 
in the code were in the areas to be 
rezoned, notin the procedures outlined 
in the code. 

About 35 people out of a crowd of 
more than 50 brought up zoning ques- 
tions and concerns at the hearing. 

Chief among the problems were those 
of businesses like Stark's Total Service 
on Boyne Avenue, which are now in 
commercial zones. but would be in a 
residétitial zone if the tevised-ordinance 
were passed as it stands. 

Owner Dick Stark said this means he 
can’t expand his business if he wants to, 
or sell it as business property to 
someone who would want to use it for a 
different kind of business nor could he 
rebuild it if more than 50 percent were 
destroyed by fire. 

In other words, his business would 
suddenly become a non-conforming use 
of the land. All he could do was to 
continue to operate it as it is, making 
maintenance repairs to the present 
structures, or sell it to someone who 
would have to do the same thing. 

The planning commissioners agreed, 
but pointed out that the rules govern- 
ing non-conforming use are not new. 
They exist in the present ordinance. 
(This, of course, did not change the fact 
that Stark would suddenly become 
non-conforming if the ordinance 
changes are approved.) 

They also said. if more than 50 
percent of the business were destroyed, 
the owner could appeal and have some 
chance of success for the appeal if the 
normal life of that business could 
reasonably continue after being 


restored. -

One change in the proposed ordin- 
ance is the designation of land for 
mobile home parks. The commis- 
sioners, as well as residents attending 
the meeting, pointed ont that with 
housing costs so high. more people will 
be turning to mobile homes. A Supreme 
Court decision has recently made it 
possible for mobile home owners to 
occupy any residential property and not 
be discriminated against. 

The commission said if more. parks 
were available, fewer people would be 
putting mobile homes on larger, more 
expensive residential fats. 

Some residents complained that the 
park zoning in the proposed: ordinance 
didnjs fit the land very well. 

Bil] Battiste was one. He said his 
commercial property adjacent to the 
existing mobile home park on Lake 
Street would be rezoned for mobile 


home parks. Not anly would his opera-. 


tion become non-conforming, but also 


the area would not he suitable for 


mobile homes, being too hilly. 

Nancy Cunningham had a similar 
comment. She said where she lives ts 
now zoned residential. The proposed 
change to mobile home park zoning 
would involve land she said was too hilly 
in spots, too wet in others. and without 
water lines. 

Also concerned about mobile homes, 
Don Spalding addressed the commis- 
Sion about his home in a residentiat 
zone which, in the new code would be, 
with one other house. located in the 
middle of what could become a mobile 
home park. 

He was assured by planning com- 
missioner Kate Schafer that .require- 
ments for these parks call for buffer 
zones and green areas to protect 
adjoining landholders from too much 
impact. 

Charlevoix lawyer Don Berlage, rep- 
resenting three Boyne City landholders, 
suggested that the requirements for 
specifics like mobile home parks be put 
into the code, but no particular zones 
marked off. He said these parks,. for 
example, should go where they were 
wanted, when they were wanted, as 
long as they were approvable. 

He also warned the commission that 
if enough people petitioned for a refer- 
endum (after: the revised ordinance is 
finally passed by the city commission) 
they could vote the whole thing down. 

Berlage’s clients had bought 40 acres 
on Vogetiand Jefferson Streets zoned 
light commercial which in. the revised 
ordinance would be residential. Their 
complaint is. that it is now not as 
valuable for resale.

Oil rush is on; 
Expert offers 
advice on leases

Although Charlevoix County has not 


experienced the drilling boom that has 
hit the Kalkaska area. there is evidence 


that the county may he on the verge of - 


drilling exploration. 

Dean Rhoads, district leader for 
Michigan State University’s cooperative 
extension service told some 8Q people 
gathered at the Whiting Park com- 
munity building last Wednesday night 
that Michigan is ‘‘hot’’ and increasing 
interest is being expressed by oi! and 
gas companies. 

The bulk of oi! and gas exploration is 
currently located in Kalkaska, the 
center of the pinnacle belt that is 
believed to be rich in untapped min- 
erals. 

Charlevoix County is on the edge of 
the dish-shaped belt. Property in the 
county has become more attractive for 
drilling on the basis of the dish theory or 
belief that resources may be tapped at 
either end of the belt. 

“There has been increased leasing 
activity in this area and the objective of 
the program is to fulfil an educational 
role for making vou a keen lease 
negotiator,’’ said Rhoads. 

“Unless it is exempted on the 
property deed, the landowner owns 100 
percent of the minerals on and below his 


‘Jand, not just the traditional one-eighth 


of what’s below the surface. And every 
ite n on a lease is negotiable.” 

‘There are usually between 13 and 17 
items on a lease, The landowner should 
understand every item and be know-

ledgeable enough to add anything to the 
lease that would protect his property 
rights,”’ said Rhoads, 

Generally, ore who leases last leases 
best, Rhoads said. And the individual 
property owner usually does not nego- 
tiate a lease as well as a land- 
owner’s association can. 

Rhoads pointed out four critical items 
that individual property owners leasing 
to oil and gas companies or leasing 
agents should be aware of and able to 
negotiate: the cash bonus for a lease, 
the royalty rate or percentage of 
product, the number of years or time of 
the lease and the property owner’s 
sentiment for the land. 

The bonus or cash a company offers 
to the property owner for signing a lease 
is too often accepted when a higher 
royalty or percentage of product may 
realize a-more profitable’ teturn for the 
lease holder. 

“When hot speculation exists 
bonuses will. vary considerably. I've 
witnessed a bonus increase from an 
initial $5 an acre to $100 an acre within 
three months time.”’ ;

Landowners were advised to lease for 
not rnore than five vear periods and to 
break up large contiguous acreage into 
smaller parcels for leasing. 

“Language should be inserted in a 
lease that specifies when a lease is sold 
by one company to another that the 
property owner is notified and there 
should be a time stipulation for working 
a well once it’s been hit."’ 

“If a drill is hit the. oil and gas 
company drilling that well can cap it off 
and not pay any roualties, and the 
landowner loses."’

“The lease should explain what 
constitutes a start. For example a tease 
may read that drilling must have begun 
and be at 200 feet before it is renewed.” 


"A lease may be extended on a low 
producing well unless the landowner 
has language in the lease reading that 
the lease will be terminated if produc- 
tion fails to yield a specified amount 
within a particular amount of time."’

Ron Gasgill, Michigan Farm Burcau 
local affairs specialist. has urged land- 
owners to consult an attorney. for 
clarification before signing this type of 
lease since half the mineral rights may 
be signed away in order to obtain an oil 
and gas lease. 


Mineral rights may he owned by the 
state if the land has been back 
taxed. Rhoads suggested property 
owners check with the county register of 
deeds to determine whether mincral 
rights had ever reverted to the state. 

And according to William 
McTaggart, a Royne City attorney 
present at the meeting. mincral rights 
owned by someone other than the 
property owner may he last if the rights 
had not been claimed within three years 
of the Dormant Minerals’ Act. _ 

“That statute, which was enacted in 
the late 1960s, requires that the mincral 
tights owners of soameonc  clse’s 
property to record a document claiming 
those rights within three years of that 
act and each 20 years thereafter, so as 
not to loose them to the property or

Judge post is dream 
come true for Varnum-

BOYNE CITY - Attorney Harvey 
Varnum is packing up in preparation for 
assuming his new position as judge of 
90th District Court for the counties of 
Charlevoix and Emmet. 

Varnum must dissolve his partner- 
ship in the Boyne City law firm of 
Conkle, Varnum, and McTaggart by 
next Monday, July 27 when he succeeds 
Judge David W. Fershee. Fershee 
resigned this spring in order to return to 
the practice of law. : 

Varnum’s new appointment will ex- 
pire on Jan. 1, 1983. He will then be 
eligible to run for the balance of the 
Fershee term in the general election, 
And, Varnum said, he intends to run. 

The announcement of his appoint- 
ment reached Varnum via Gov. William 
G. Milliken himself who phoned the 
lawyer his decision and congratula- 
tions on July 16. 

Milliken said over the phone that the 
lawyer was highly recommended by 
members of his community. 

“doubt it will make a difference at 
home,"’ said Gen Varnum, the lawyer's 
wife. But, she said it does make a dream 
come true. 

Varnum, who has practiced law since 
(949. has long hoped to move to a 
judgeship some day. That he could do it 
and not have to move from Boyne City is 
a double satisfaction. The couple has 
made this their home for 30 years, 
coming here from Highland Park. 

“Harvey was born in Iowa,’* Mrs. 
Varnum added, saying Iowans like to 
acknowledge their roots 


The Varnums had five children. One 
of them died some years ago. And they 
have four grandchildren—experience 
that should help someone who will be 
dealing with many young people in 
misdemeanor cases. 

Varnum, a graduate from University 
of Michigan Law School, was appointed 
city attorney in 1955, soon after the 
family’s move to Boyne City. in 
addition, in 1957 he became county 
prosecutor, a position he held until 
1975.

Moving to his new role, Varo 
feels, will bea challenge. He said he is 
delighted with the appointment. 

Varnum’s associate, William R. Mc- | 
Taggart, said there is no prospective 
replacement for. Varnum in the firm. 
““l'm going to take my time to decide,” 
he said. 

No decision has been made yet either 
on a city attorney to replace Varnum, 
according to city commissioner Martin 
Paul. 

McTaggart noted he was sorry for the 
firm’s loss but Varnum ‘‘will be of great 
benefit to the public in this position,’’ 
he said. 

‘‘My association with him has been 
most enjoyable. He’s a man of integrity 
and fairness,’’ he said. 

Varnum is a member and past 
president of the Emmet-Charlevoix Bar 
Association, a member of the State Bar 
of Michigan where he has served on the 
Character and Fitness Committee, 
member of the Judicature Society and a 
member of the Prosecuting Attorneys’ 
Association.

Wind power hopes on ‘hold’ in BC 


BOYNE CITY - ‘Huge windmills will 
spin ‘juice’ into 1800 homes” was a 
headline on a recent national news- 
Paper. 

The paper was describing a wind 
machine with a blade 425 ft. long. 

Boyne City city commission has been 
responding to a prapnsal to use wind 
power but not with anvthing that has a 
blade 125 ft. long. 

For one thing. federal funding has 
faded away this spring. Even a desir- 
able 25 kilowatt turbine would cost 
about $30,000. 

The commission is weighing the 
possibilities. 

Great Lakes Fnergy Svstems, a local 
firm, has determined that sufficient 
wind comes over Avalanche Mountain 


to power a wind turbine efficiently. Phil 
Armstrong, representing the firm, ex- 
plained to the commission at its last 
meeting, that the 25 kilowatt turbine 
could provide enough of the total power 
necessary to operate the south pump to 
pay for itself in‘nine years. 

Other considerations could make it 
more economical. Supplying power back 
to the power company when there was 
no city demand on the turbine would 


help recoup the cost. How much will not 
be known until the power companies 
and the state government establish such 
rates. This may not he until September. 

Over everything hovers the possi- 
bility of further increases in the cost of 
what are still called conventional 
fuels—gas and oil. 

The city’s decision is uncertain. It 
may possibly be only a question of 
when.

Oil forums: well worth it 


It all began with the ordovician period | 


of geologic time and finished with a 
glimpse of the future. And from a 
landowner’s perspective, the coop- 
erative extension service of Michigan 
State University presented a com- 
prehensive program on the basics of oil 
and gas leases last Wednesday night. 


With the surge in oi] and gas leasing 
activity in Michigan more landowners 
are desiring the know how to become 
astute lease holders should they be 
approached for mineral right leasing. 

Dean Rhoads, district extension 
leader and program director, said that 
although there is a standard leasing 
form used in Michigan. every item on 
the lease is negotiable and should be 
clearly, understood before any agree- 
ment between lease company and 
landowner is reached. 


Although it appeared that most of 
those attending at the meeting were 
somewhat knowledgeable about oil and 
gas leasing, general opinion was that 
the meeting was informative and 
timely, 


The going rate for oil and gas leasing 
may be $10 per acre in Charlevoix 
County but hold onto your hats, Rhoads 


advised, since in times of speculation 
_the price goes up. 

To date no drilling rigs have been 
spotted in this county but the leasing 
activity is more feverish now than it has 
been in the past 10 vears. 

Many of the leases that were signed’ 
during the last flurry are now expiring 
and Rhoads suggested that it would be 


prudent to negotiate for five years 
instead of 10, lease small parcels of land 
rather than large acreage and try 
bargaining for a higher royalty rate 
instead of accepting a larger cash 
bonus. 

Good advice, but in the case of one 


Boyne Falls landowner who tried 
dickering, the negotiations backfired 
ead the leasing company never came 
back. Yet, this woman’s neighbor 
managed to secure a lease that forbid

New forms that are legal leases may

Not all leasing agents or drilling 
companies are sheep in wolves’ 
clothing. However. as the leasing 
business becomes more sophisticated so 
should the landowner. 


The programs concerning oil and gas 
leasing available to the public through 
the extension service are mini semin- 
ars in careful lease negotiating. The 
forums do not guarantee that you’ ll hold 
a lease worth millions but they do 


deliver the essentials of keen lease 
negotiating. 


the early interest and enthusiasm 
waned.

To mulch 


There are three reasons to water your 
garden: 

1. You don’t want to paint the kitchen or 
clean the garage. 

2. It's a cool thing to do. 

3. The garden needs it. 

But it starts to add up and you begin 
to begrudge the amount of time it takes. 
Moreover in this great age of energy- 
saving, fuel-saving, and plain saving 
it’s appropriate to be water-saving, too, 
especially if you live in a place like 
Boyne City that becomes water short 
occasionally. 

You can, of course, cut down on 
watering by doing it in the evening 
when the sun doesn’t lap it up as fast as 
you lay it down. 

Some books say you shouldn’t water 
in the evening, but if you shouldn’t, why 
does it rain at night? 

Then I've seen a diagram for collec- 
ting rain water from the roof into a tank 
which drains out through a soaker hose 
laid here and then there in the garden. 

The ancient and best way, however, 
is to mulch. If you are like me, ‘‘mulch” 
is just one of those words to ignore. It 
took me years to catch on to mulching. 

A soil rich in decayed matter was 
enough, I believed. Rut after a few ex- 
periences of lifting garden debris to 
carry it away, I realized that under the 
debris it was moist, while elsewhere al} 
was dry. 

Moist! It percolated my mind finally 
that this was what mulching was about. 

So now I ama mulcher.

But I am content with the 
results obtained from heaping from one 
to four inches (unpacked) of leaves 
around plants or between rows, depen- 
ding on how tall the plants are. 

Water goes down, but doesn't dry 
back up through the leaves, so I have to 
water once now for every three or four 
times that I used to. 

Moisture that remains means 
minerals remain, I believe. In the 


from the reach of plant roots? 

I tally this as another point in 
mulching’s favor. 

Those of you who already mulch, but 
are still reading this to check out the 
arguments, would surely agree that 
returning the leaves to the soil instead 
of carting them off is a good way to 
return the minerals to the soil that 
those same leaves used in growing all 
summer. 

Minerals are returned as the leaves 
gradually decay. What an easy way to 


add plant food to your garden! Point 
three is not the least in benefits. 

Point four is that mulches prevent 
weed seeds from sprouting. If a weed 
here and there does make it through the 
mulch it is.a whole lot easier to pull out 
than those fastened to firm soil. 
Especially quack grass. 


Anti-mulchers observe that gardens 
can lookivery messy with mulch, but 
there are a number of well-groomed 
ways to mulch. You can purchase bags 
of chopped bark or of cocoa bean shells. 
Raked smoothly about the garden, 
these create quite an elegant plant 
background. Some people are clever 
with a layer of small stones for 
mulching. , ; 

My neighbor lays straw between his 
rows of vegetables. It looks so orderly 
and appealing, you'd swear he laid each 
straw separately. 

Anti-mulchers also muse that the 
wind would probably blow the leaves 
away. I too, with a hilltop garden, sup- 
posed they would. But ninety percent 
did not, thus increasing my admiration 
for leaves. 


Some people say wretched little 
creatures will hide in your mulch, but I 
notice such little creatures have a mot- 
to that goes: “Where there’s a 
vegetable there’s a way to chew it.” 

Besides, when you look into the 
woods, you see all those leaves. Under- 
neath, the soil is rich and moist. 

Trees are smart. They’ve mulched 
themselves for years.
